8,000 In Eight 
Months Is New 
Visa Maximum

JERUSALEM—An eight-month 
maximum of 8,000 Jewish immi- 
grants was announced by the Pal- 
estine Government last week under 
a newly-enacted ordinance empow- 
ering the High Commissioner to 
set a political high level for Jewish 
immigration. 

The 8,000 quota gave effect to 
the new policy of scrapping the 
economic absorptive capacity prin- 
ciples of immigration in favor of 
political limitation and represented 
the figure set by the British Gov- 
ernment in its statement of policy 
last July 7. ‘ 

The schedule, which runs from 
August 1, 1937, to March 31, 1938, 
provides for issuance of 9,600 cer- 
tificates, 1,600 of these to non- 
Jews and 8,000 to Jews—provided 
that many can be absorbed. 

No new applications. for entry 
permits will be accepted by tue 
Government Immigration Depart- 
ment until January, 1938, it was 
stated. 

The ordinance carries out the im- 
migratién provision of the British 
Cabinet’s statement of policy issued 
on July 7, which approved in prin- 
ciple the partition of Palestine 
recommended by the Royal Com- 
mission and proposed “that a ‘total 
Jewish immigration in all categor- 
ies of 8,000 be permitted for the 
eight months’ period, August, 1937, 
to March, 1938, provided that the 
economic absorptive capacity of the 
country is not exceeded.”

U. S. Consul Probes Closing 
Of J. T. A. Offices In Berlin

BERLIN—The Gestapo, German 
secret police, last week formally 
explained to the American Consu- 
late General why it had invoked a 
decree enacted in the last days of 
the Hindenburg regime to close the 
Berlin bureau of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency, American-owned 
news service. 

In padlocking the offices, Ges- 
tapo agents had informed bureau 
manager Otto Schick, an Austrian 
citizen, the action was taken “on 
account of endangering public saf- 
ety and order,” under terms of a 
decree of Feb. 20, 1933. 

Consul Raymond Geist was in- 
formed the bureau was charged 
with sending news abroad, in vio- 
lation of an understanding reached 
after the Nazis had closed the bur- 
eau in July, 1933, under which the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency under- 
took to confine the bureau’s activi- 
ties to dissemination of news with- 
in Germariy alone. 





The Gestapo did not show Mr. 
Geist the alleged evidence to sup- 
port its charge, but promised to 
produce it later. 





J. T. A. Answers Nazis

Since the agreement was entered 
into between representatives of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency and the 
German authorities, shortly after 
the Nazi regime took power in 
1933, the Berlin bureay has func- 
tioned only internally, supplying 
the German-Jewish press with 
news.

Business men are aided by 
cooperative credit banks which 
granted more than $15,000,000 in 
loans in the first six months of 
1936 to 93,000 members. 

Describing how many Jews main- 
tain themselves by finding new oc- 
cupations, especially in the textile 
industry, furniture making, lum- 
ber supplies, glove and muffler 
manufacturing and basket making, 
Mr. Kahn says that 1,500 families 
have been supplied with work. di-

Which Is More Important—Unity Or Some Of Our National Organizations 


HE American Hebrew displayed a fine piece 
of reporting and excellent editorial analysis 


in its coverage of the panel discussiion in New ~ 


York between Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, Dr. Cyrus 
Adler, and Alfred M. Cohen on unity in American 
Jewish life. 

Both the Jewish Telegraphic Agency and the 
World Wide News Service reported the meeting 
to their member newspapers, all of whom publish- 
ed the article with the misleading impression that 
a step towards unity had been effected. Yet the 
American Hebrew ‘sank its teeth right into the 
meat of the situation when it declared: 

Hope for unity in American Israel, if 
there had ever been any, received a rude jolt 
at the B’nai B’rith dinner in New York last 
week. Those who had come to the affair in 
the expectation of witnessing a love feast 
were quickly disillusioned. Senator Cohen of 
the B’nai Brith took the occasion of the 
ninety-fourth anniversary of the founding of 
the Order in New York City to issue a call 


for unity as regards defense of Jewish rights. . - 


His plan, briefly, was that a committee for 
united action be formed composed of repre- 
sentatives of the American Jewish Congress, 
the American Jewish Committee, the B’nai 
B’rith and perhaps a few other organizations. 
This would operate long the lines of the de- 
funct Joint Consultative Council except that 
a majority vote would govern, and the mém- 
bers comprising the committee would be re- 
sponsible directly to American Jewry and not 
to their own organizations. 

But Dr. Cyrus Adler, president of the 
American Jewish Committee, made it known 
with a fine irony that the clamor for unity 
was badly founded and the hope for it use- 
less. Dr. Stephen S. Wise, president of the 
American Jewish Congress with a not so fine 
irony promptly seconded the motion. Both 


hinted what ought to be clear by now—that 
the two organizations stand at opposite poles 
in their thinking and method,on the Jewish 
question and that unity is impractical. 

Had it not been for the alertness of The 
American Hebrew, Jews of the United States 
would have been lulled to sleep in the belief that 
cooperation, instead of direct antagonism, could 
be expected. Alfred Cohen led with his chin 
in his plan for unified action. Both Rabbi Wise 
and Dr. Adler pronounced the sterotyped dirge 
that unity may be sometimes desirable and uni- 
formity never, and dismissed the question as in- 
soluble. It should be noted in this connection 
that only Senator Cohen’s organization is demo- 
cratic enough ‘to be called a national concensus 
of opinion, and that the other two are New York 
City groups with practically no responsible rep- 
resentation outside of the Eastern Seaboard. 

And therein is the real crux of the situation. 
Unity is being demanded not in New York, where 
each is content to lead his own clique, but in the 
hinterlands from which perspective only, a true 
picture of the American Jewish scene is possible. 

Why isn’t unity desirable. Why is it neces- 
sary for every organization which juxtaposes na- 
tional in front of its name to go to the press, to 
go to the State department, and to the public 
with the undeclared assumption that it speaks for 
the Jews of the United States. Alfred Cohen’s 
suggestion is worth more than the shrug of the 
shoulders it received from the American Jewish 
Committee and the American Jewish Congress. 
At least it is a step in the right directions. 

Public opinion on the part of the Jews of 
the U. S., and that alone will make the three lead- 
ing organizations see the need for unity. Which 
is more important, the unified action by American 
Jewry on questions of real import or such na- 
tional] organizations as The American Jewish 
Committee and The American Jewish Congress. 


And Now Lipsky Says Might Is Right 


GPRARiNG at the annual convention of the 
Connecticut Zionist Region in Hartford, Louis 
Lipsky, leading Zionist, made the following dec- 
larations: u 

“It is a source of great surprise to me to 
hear the Jew argue this question on its in- 
tellectual basis. This is no time for a dis- 
cussion of the abstract right and wrong. This 
is no question to be settled by lawyers in a 
court. Where is the court to which you will 
present your case? Where are your impar- 
tial judges who will ‘sit in judgment? The 
world today doesn’t want to be bothered by 
the abstract idea of right or wrong...... 
We must protect our rights with our strength. 
If our strength is not sufficient, we have no 
defense and that is the end of it.” 

With very little change in nouns and pro- 
rouns and with no change in thought, these same 
words might have been spoken by our good friend, 
Adolph Hitler. Judge for yourself.

This is no time for a dis- 
cussion of ‘the abstract right and wrong. This 
is no question to be settled by lawyers in a 
court.

These words of the New York Zionist leader 
conjure up many visions. A picture of Jews go- 
ing to their death in flames with a “shmah” on 
their lips, when only a formal admission that 
they would practice Christianity would have spar- 
ed them their lives. A picture of the Jews of 
Palestine steadfastly refusing to take up arms 


_ against the Arabs despite the despoilation, the 


pilage and the riots. Or countless rabbis, rabbis 
of old, rabbis of present-day grief-torn European 
Jewry, or your correct modern American rabbi 
resplendent in his gilded pulpit, all declaring that 
the strength of the Jew lies in his Torah, in his 
reliance on truth and the word of God. 

And against this age-old picture of the Jew 
as the people of the book, we hear the dema- 
gogic words of Louis Lipsky. “This is no time 
for a discussion of the abstract right and wrong 
If our strength is not sufficient, we have 
no defense and this is the end of it.”

They’re Already In Brazil 


N° one is going to hazard the statement that 
the coming of fascism to Brazil is not alto- 
gether a backward ‘step, but it can be validly said 
that this close-to-home-dictatorship is going to 
serve a rather good purpose for the sanity of the 
citizenry of the United States. Heretofore liber- 
als have expressed the fear, and warned against 
the possibility, of the rise of fascism in the 
United States. Their fear was not altogether un- 
warranted, judging from the statements of many 
so-called business leaders. / 

That sentiment however, was thrown out by 
unthinking individuals who talked glibly with the 
thought in mind that fascism after all, was con- 
fined to Germany and Italy, and with the view 
to putting a crimp, so to speak, in those left- 
wingers who were trying to reform our govern- 
ment so that it would in actuality be a govern- 


ment for the people. 

But now we have fascism at our gates. And 
it is not a mild, American-model fascism, but a 
rigid, true-to-style Italo-German fascism. And 
what in the heck have these foreigners the right 
to come to America and establish their form of 
repressive government here. Haven’t we a Geo- 
graphical Doctrine, that establishes the United 
States as a protectorate over this hemisphere. 
And how about President’ Roosevelt’s theory of 
the “good neighbors” attitude for the peoples of 
North and South America. 

Fascism might have heretofore had half a 
chance in the United States, but as long as we 
have the example of foreign-made government 
in Brazil, the U. S. is going to be mighty wary 
of anybody who tries to preach anything but 
good-old democracy.

The Swastika was scrawled on 
every fence. It was plastered on 
every newspaper stand. 
What is this symbol of arrogant 
German nationalism doing in Ru- 
mania? There is extreme poverty 
in Rumania, but it is not the fault 
of nature. It is this paradox of 
the bounty of nature and the 
wretchedness of men that gives the 
Swastika its baleful role in Ruman- 
ian politics. The Rumanians were 
not prepared for the administration 
of the large and wealthy territory 
which they acquired as a result of 
the World War. The exploitation 
of natural wealth requires energy, 
the will to plan, the will to co- 
operate, the capacity for long and 
broad vision.

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ARTIST TELLS OF PROFESSOR WHO 


FOUGHT AGAI 


By ELIAS M. GROSSMAN 
EDITOR’S NOTE: Last month, 
Polish anti-Semites roared with 
rage because a Polish professor, 
Dr. Mieczyslaw Michalowicz, had 
bluntly refused to introduce 
“ghetto benches” in his class- 
room at Warsaw University. Ex- 
plaining his stand, he said: “I, as 
a Senator of the Polish Republic, 
have taken an oath to abide by 
the Constitution and I refuse to 
violate it.” His brave action has 
won the noted specialist in chil- 
dren’s diseases the plaudits of 
the liberal world. Among those 
te whom the action was no sur- 
prise, however, was Elias M. 
Grossman, noted American-Jew- 
ish etcher, who some years ago 
had the professor sit for his etch- 
ing in Warsaw. 

In the following article, Mr. 
Grossman tells his impressions of 
the scientist. 





I was in Chicago, where a collec- 
tien of my works is being exhibited, 
when I heard of the stand which 
Professor Mieczyslaw Michalowicz 
had taken against the segregation 
of Jewish students in Poland. 

My portrait of Professor Micha- 
lowicz, which I did a few years 
back in his study in the Univer- 
sity of Pilsudski, was one of the 
etchings which were being exhibi- 
ted. I did not have to look at the 
portrait to recal] a very vivid im- 
pression of the man—an impres- 
sion which his present action bears 
out very exactly. 

An artist learns to estimate a 
man’s character by his features. 
Professor Michalowicz’s face elo- 
quently portrays a picture of a 
truly brilliant man. His brow is 
high and prominent, his chin de- 
termined, his mouth firm. His ex- 
pression would be stern—even se- 
vere—were it not for his eyes. His 
eyes are rich with a gentle com- 
passion which brings warmth to 
his rugged features, and complete 
& picture of strength tempered with 
kindly understanding. 

It was this compassionate 
strength that I attempted to bring 
to my portrait. We chatted as I 
worked, and I was charmed with 
his pleasant and dignified person- 
ality. He spoke fluent French, al- 
oe agen was slow and 

esi as sought to express 
himself exactly, without cleanse 
nunciation. He exhibited a lively 
interest in American art, and es- 
pecially in the American educa- 
tional system. 

“Do you have a large number of 
Jewish students in the Univer. 
sity?” I asked him. 

He considered his answer care- 
fully. 

“No,” he said with a sli 
frown, “but those that we do tt 
i _ students.” 

did not consider his answer 
Particular importance at the ta 
but in the light of the present sit- 
uation, it would appear that even 
then he was aware of the under- 
tone of discrimination, and was 
taking this means of expressing his 
profound disapproval. 

I was holding an exhibition in 
Warsaw when Professor Michalo- 
Witz was suggested as a subject 
for an etching. I have always con- 
sidered it the most fortunate chance 
which led me to his studio. In 
my travels through Europe and the 
Orient, I have had occasion to do 
portraits of Einstein, Mussolini 
Ghandi, Tagore and Many other 
world figures, which I have collect- 
ed in my recently published volume 

‘An Etcher’s Intimate Album.” 07 
them all, I have found no subject 
whose features are more fascinat- 
ing in their depth of sharp, probing 
intelligence, or more serene in gen- 
tle wisdom, than Professor Michal- 
owicz.

abroad. A number of .the papers, 
al] of which are printed in German, 
maintain their own correspondents 
in important centers, but these are 
normally confined to features rath- 
er than “stop news.” 


The Gestapo closed the J. T. A. 
Berlin bureau for several days in 
July, 1933, but permitted its re- 
opening following United States in- 
tervention and the reaching of the 
agreement barring the bureau from 
transmitting news abroad. 

Last March, the Gestapo served 
Boris Smolar, chief European cor- 
respondent of the Jewish Telegra- 
phic Agency, who was stationed in 
Berlin, with a deportation order on 
the ground that his “further stay 
in the country tends to endanger 
the intenal security of the Reich.” 
This order was indefinitely suspen- 
ded after intervention of the Amer- 
ican Consulate General. Mr. Smo- 
lar, however, left Berlin shortly 
thereafter on a leave of absence 
and has not since returned to Ger- 
many.

Rumania took over from Russia. 

The farm is named after Edward 
Oungre, the director of the Jewish 
Colonization Association, whose of- 
fices are in Paris. I stayed there 
overnight. There is no electricity, 
no radio, no modern facilities what- 
soever. The Jews have deliberately 
returned to this most primitive pea- 
sant life to show their Rumanian 
neighbors that they are ready to 
participate in the upbuilding of the 
country in every way, side by side 
with all the rest of the Rumanian 
population, 

I saw their dairy cooperativ., 
whose milk products have already 
achieved a reputation. They are 
transportated hundreds of miles to 
Sinaia, for the King’s household. 
Out of the rich grape vines of Ru- 
mania they are manufacturing a 
wine which they affectionately call 
the “Oungre wine” and which is 
very delicious and has already won 
prizes at expositions. 

I was never so sure of the ulti- 
mate triumph of justice and peace 
and democracy, as when J witness- 
ed the depredations of the Nazi 
blight among the peoples of Cen- 
tra] and Eastern Europe. The sheer 
common sense of these peoples will

Fur Firms Agree 
To $75,000 Fine

NEW YORK—Three Jewish- 
owned fur firms have been “fined” 
$75,000, the money to be distributed 
among various charities, by an arb- 
itration committee representing the 
companies and the Joint Boycott 
Council, with David L. Podell as 
impartial chairman, which, in its 
majority decision, found the firms 
guilty of violating the anti-Nazi 
boycott. 

The firms, Eitingon-Schild Fur 
Corporation, Balkan Importing 
Company and Alexander Bernstein 
Company, all of New York, were 
accused by the boycott council of 
having received large shipments of 
fur imported through Germany and 
paid for through the Reich clearing 
system. 

The decision was given after two 
days of hearings. Both parties to 
the arbitration agreed in advance 
to accept the decision and the 
agreement provided that the arbi- 
trators accept the principle of the 
boycott, 

The majority decision said: 

“We are advised that this is the 
first case of its kind that has been 
brought to arbitration, and that 
the obnoxious practice is and has 
been indulged in by several in the 
trade. So far as lies within the 
power of this Board of Arbitrators, 
it desires emphatically to protest 
the pactice and to put a stop to it. 
It recommends that if any ‘such 
other case is brought to arbitra- 
tion that the full penalty be im- 
posed upon the parties indulging 
therein. We do not fee] justified, 
however, in the case of Hitingon to 
go-to that extreme, in view of the 
Many extenuating circumstances 
above stated. 

“It is the opinion of the arbri- 
trators that a fine of $75,000 be 
imposed upon the respondents. This 
includes whatever profits may have 
been realized by reason of clearing 
the transaction through Germany, 
plus substantial penalty. 

“The amount of the fine to be 
paid to the Chairman of the Board, 
such amount to be disbursed for 
philanthropic purposes by the 
Board of Arbitrators. 

“The above penalty is to be the 
full measure of punishment and no 
stoppage shall take place against 
the skins by the Union by reason 
hereof.”

Jews To Suffer 
In Brazil Move

RIO DE JANERIO—It was not 
immediately apparent last. week 
how the status of the 40,000 Jews 
in Brazil wil] be affected, if at all, 
by the sudden transformation of 
Brazil into a corporate state with 
a new constitution granting indef- 
inite dictorial powers to President 
Getulio Vargas. 

In the months prior to the 
change in Brazil’s form of govern- 
ment ,a rising tide of anti-Semitism 
had been witnessed in the country 
which convinced Jewish leaders 
here that only intervention by 
American Jewry could save the 
Jews in Brazil from disaster. How- 
ever, this is not to say that there 
was unnecessarily any relation be- 
tween the two situations. 

Where formerly only integralist 
newspapers assailed the Jews, 
newspapers representing other fac- 
tions have taken up the campaign 
and a large section of the press 
is now in full cry against them. 

Officials Turn Against Jews 

The press campaign alone, how- 
ever, would not have caused the 
Jewish leaders to change their opin- 
ion on the gravity of the situation 
had it not been for the fact that it 
has been accompanied by a notice- 
able change in the attitude toward 
Jews or certain high government 
officials and military leaders. 

For some time this changed at- 
titude has been growing more 
marked, so much so as to give 
strong grounds for the belief that 
the Government itself is seeing eye 
to eye with the anti-Semites. Bra- 
zilian police officials have long 
ben refusing to issue “jamadas,” 
or permits for Jewish residents to 
bring over relatives from abroad. 
Lately, Bazilian consuls have stop- 
ped granting visas to Jewish appli- 
cants. In some countries, the con- 
suls have been issuing visas only 
to persons who could produce cer- 
tificates of baptism. 

Of more serious import than even 
these acts are statements recently 
made openly by ‘two important mil- 
itary leaders, General Newton Cav- 
alcanti and Colonel Azambuja Vil- 
anova. The former, one of the 
three military rulers of the coun- 
try, publicly stated that Com- 
munism is Jewish and that Jews 
are responsible for al] revolution. 
His statement was heavily capital- 
ized by all sections of the anti- 
Semitic press.
